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History  Department 
and  Library 


Many  students  found  a  great  deal  of  use  for  the  library 
this  year,  but  the  library's  offerings  were  particularly  im- 
portant to  history  students.  The  well-lit,  spacious  room 
and  quiet  surroundings  provided  a  comfortable  atmosphere 
for  exam  preparation;  meanwhile,  the  librarians  quickly 
responded  to  any  questions  referred  to  them  by  the  stu- 
dents. The  students  constantly  used  the  card  catalogue, 
Reader's  Guide,  and  encyclopedias.
